Commedore John{tone contends, that as there 
was no local poffeffion included in the capture, ‘as in the café 
of St Euftatia and others, that the military have no pretenfions 
to any proportion in the divifion of the loaves and fifles what- 
ever. General Meadows remonftrates againft this, aud main- 
tains thar they have a right to an equal dividend, and for the 
plaincit of all reafons, ‘becaufe they were equally employed in 
effecting the capture. The military were almoft all landed, 
and afifted in cutting the Dutch veffels from their moorings, 
and therefore he contends they have as fair pretenfions to their 
ration of, the profits as the feamen. Mr Johnftone admits in 
his difpatches that the ‘military were employed, but will not 
admit the confequence, that they therefore have any right to a 
participation of the advantages, on which account caveats’ are 
already faid to have been entered at the fyggettion of General 
Meadows, and the gentlemen of the long robe are expected to 
come in for their proportion of the prize-moncy. .Eng. Chron. 

Yefterday difpatches were -received at the Admiralty from 
Admiral Edwards, on the Newfoundland ftation, brought by 
the Morning Star armed fhip, but bring no intelligence of any 
material kind, further than ftating, in general terms, the great 
fuccefs which his Majelty’s thips have had in that quarter a- 
gaint the American cruizers, which had for a long time in- 
tuted thar coaft, and particularly annoyed the Quebec trade. 
Amongit the other prizes which had been made, were two of 
the enemy’s largeft frigaves which fell into the hands of Admi- 
ral Edwards, a little time previous to the failing of the Morn- 
ing Star. 

By advices from St Helena we learn, that when the hips 
came away, Monf. Trijolie and Count ‘d’Orvis were at the 
Mauritius with the following thips of the line, moft of them in 
very bad condition indeed, totally unable, until they get good 
repair, to Rand a cruize off the Cape, viz. L’Oriente, Le Se- 
vere, L?Argonaute, Le Ilaitre, Le Deftine of 74 gnns each, 
ani the Brilliante, L’Ajaz, and Le Triton, of 64 guns.

They write from Paris, that the fire which broke out on 
board the French thip Lutrepide, which was lately burnt ‘at 
Cape Francois, had like tobe fatal to the whole French ficet 5 
for had there been any wind it would it have been impoihble, 
according to account# from the Cape, for either the fleet of Mr 
de Grafle or the townto efcape. The affiftance of the moft 
active men in the flect to extingdifh the flames, proved ineffec- 
tual ; and at length they ran her aground near the little Care- 
nage. France had reafon to rejoice at the dead calm that reign- 
ed all that day ; fof on the preceding and the following days it 
blew a heavy gale. Moft of the powder had been got out be- 
fore the fire had reached the magazine, 

Government have received information that La Fayette has 
been joined by the American General Wayne, and that they 
had collected all their force on the Chefapeak, in expectation 
of the reinforcement which they will now unfortunately receive 
by the fafe arrival of Monf. de Graffe in that quarter. 

If the poft of Ninty-Six has again been invefted by the ene- 
my, as is generally believed, ‘and their attempts fhould have 
proved fuccesful, Charleftown will probably fall once more in- 
to the hands of the enemy, as the poffefhon of that place gives 
a command of the country adjacent between Charle(town and 
that place. math 

It is very certain that Government have received no intclli- 
gence during the two laft campaigns which has given them e- 
gual uneafinefs to that recently recived from Admiral Graves. 
The event of the engagement was certainly by no means dif- 
honourable to the Britith flag, but the advantage the French 
have gained by making a fecure paffage to the Chefapeak, is of 
the moft alarming nature to this cogntry. De Grafle is known 
to have 4000 troops on board his fleet, which no doubt will 
now be landed ; and fhould they fucceed in fecuring any poft 
of confequence above thé royal army, it is thought by the bett 
and cooleft judges in American concerns, that the fituation of 
Lord Cornwallis muft prove. dangerous in the extreme. 

Captain Duncan, who was charged with Admiral Graves’s 
difpatches, fays, that reports were circulated and believed in 
the fleet, when he came away, that Lord Cornwallis had been 
apprized of the fuperiority of the French flect ; and, therefore, 
ot the probability that there was of their effecting a paflage up 
the Chefapeak ; in confequence of which, he had made every 
difpofition that was poflible for recciving Monf, la Fayette, and 
in particular, had exerted himfelf in colle€ting as large a quan- 
tity of provifions as poflible, to enable him to hold out till the 
proper reinforcements fhould arrive. 

From Nantz we have an account of the arrival of the Danith 
fhip’ Caroline, laft from Curacoa; fhe faw nothing of their 
valuable homeward-bound fleets, nor any of the French crui- 
zers upon her paffage, but {poke with feveral Englifh cruizers. 
In the latitude of Madeira fhe fpoke with Admiral Byland, 
with three*Dutch men of war, returning to Lifbon. 

There is no news of the fleet which failed the 11th ef June 
for India, confifting of eight fail under convoy of the Sultan of 
74, and Magnanime of 64 guns, but it is fuppofed to be at 
St Helena by this time. , 

The following are the names of the fhips which were left at 
St Helena when the fleet lately arrived in England failed from 
thence, viz. the Effex, Lord North, Queen, Latham, Chap- 
man, Hajtings, Southampton, Ofterley, Valentine, Afia, 
Hinchinbroke, Locko, and Fortitude. 

The Eaft India Company have now abroad in their fervice 
thirty-eight fail of fhips, twenty-one of which failed this year, 
viz. thirteen with Commodore Johaftone, and eight with the 
Sultan and Magnanime. 

One underwriter has gained more than fifteen thoufand 
pounds by the Eaft Indiasnen lately arrived. 

Yelterday, two of the Eaft-India pilot boats failed for the 
Downs, to convoy the homeward-bound Eaft Indiamen to 
their moorings. 

‘There has been a difpute between Admiral Campbcll, who 
acted on board the Victory as Admiral Keppel’s Captain, and 
Sir Hugh Pallifer, with refpe& to the divifion of the prize- 
money arifing from the captures, made by the fleet. Admiral 


refifted the claim, and ‘the matter was referred to. arbitration. 
Mr Dunning was the arbiter on the fide of Admiral Campbell, 
and the Solicitor General on that of Sir Hugh Pallifer ; the 
umpire was Mr Kenyon. The cafe was argued before the ar- 
bitrators by Mr Erfkine for Admiral Campbell, and Mr Har- 
grave for Sir Hugh. Mr Kenyon has decided it againft Ad- 
miral Campbell. ‘Chis alfo determines the claim of Admiral 
Kempenfclt, about which there was a fimilar defence. 

Letters from Gibraltar, dated the 19th of September, con- 
tain an account of the death of Major Burke, Town Major of 
Gibraltar, who was fitting in company with two other gentle- 
men at whift, when an unfortunate ball fell into the room, and 
killed Major Burke inftantly, and flightly wounded the other 
gentlemen.
